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Students voice their opinion on Palestine bid 


Beach Hillel hosts 
‘talk tent.’

Students were given a chance. to 
voice their opinions about the Israeli 
and Palestinian conflict, days before 
the Palestinian Authority president 
would go to the United Nations asking 
for state recognition. 


A tent in front of the Psychology 
Building also acted as a platform for 
students yesterday from 11 a.m. to 2 
p.m. The Jewish organization Beach 
Hillel sponsored the event. 

“What we are trying to do today is 
have.a talk tent,” Ari Edelman, intern 
for Hillel said. “Essentially, a place 
where you can come and talk about 
Israel or the Palestinian/Israeli con- 
flict, in which there is no violence, rio 
shouting, no hate — just peaceful dis- 
cussion of different opinions.” 

The idea of hosting this event came 
from the upcoming U.N. General As- 
sembly meeting on Friday.-One of the 


topics on the U.N. agenda is Palestin- 
ian Authority President Mahmoud Ab- 
bas’ formal bid for state recognition. 

But the, chance of Palestinians 
gaining full: membership inthe U.N. 
is highly unlikely since the United 
Stated has repeatedly stated it would 
veto any effort by the Palestinian Au- 
thority to gain statehood recognition 
in the U.N. 

The U.S. is one of five Security 
Council members in the U.N. that has 
veto power over most U.N. resolu- 
tions. 

“It’s just unfortunate that we grow 
up practicing majority rule to compro- 


mise with friends and family for suc- 
cess,” Khalil Sheikh,.Cal State Long 


- Beach Muslim Student Association 


(MSA) spokesperson said via email. 
“But when we’re grown up, we see 
that majority vote doesn’t matter — 
weapons and money does.” 

With a veto from the U.S., the most 
Palestine could get from the U.N. is 
an upgrade from “observer status” 
to “permanent observer state.” As a 
“state,” Palestine would be able to take 
part in discussions when they are part 
of a dispute being discussed. 
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Suspicious 
device

University Police determined that 
a suspicious device, found inside the 
Academic Services building restroom, 
was not a threat to campus, after evac- 
uating the University Library and AS 
building Tuesday night. 

Police-were hesitant to handle or 
touch a device after a concerned phone 
call alerted them to the scene. 

The device was later described as a 
clock. 

Shortly after the call, the Long 
Beach Police Department was contact- 
ed for assistance. 

The LBPD was then joined by the 
Los Angeles Sheriff’s Office (LASO), 
which usually deals with threats of this 
type, according to University’ Police 
Capt. Scott Brown. 

After inspecting and taking apart 
the clock, LASO determined it was not 
dangerous, reopening the AS building 
and library at 11 p.m. 

“There might have been an overre- 
action and it could make people more 
nervous than they need to be,” said Elsa 
Slusher, a junior accounting major. 

University Police evacuated staff 
and students from the AS building 
and the library at 9:37 p.m. with little

The Send Silence Packing tour will 
display more than 1,000 backpacks 
representing the individual college 
students that lose their lives to suicide 
every year. 

Several campus organizations, in- 
cluding Project OCEAN (On-campus 
Emergency Assistance Network) and 
the Active Minds chapter of Cal State 


Long Beach, are hosting the tour at the 
Speaker’s Platform lawn in front of the 
University Bookstore, Thursday, from 
10/a.m. to 4 p.m. 

“Suicide is the second leading cause 
of death among college students,” 
Rachelle Ang, caseworker in Disabled 
Student Services and Counseling and 
Psychological Services (CAPS) said. 
“Tt’s an issue no one talks about, but 
obviously it’s a problem.” 

About 400 donated backpacks 
will be personalized in memory of 
students who have committed sui- 
cide. There will also be a section for 
backpacks that have been donated 
from groups on campus in memory of 
someone they knew. 

On display will also be neon 
stories about those who committed 
suicide. 
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RLC finds solution 
for state budget woes 


The Residential 
Learning College is 
offering fewer classes 
than last year.

Cal State Long Beach classes at the 
Residential Learning College, the off- 
campus dormitories, have been main- 
tained through careful planning and 
budget allocation, despite class cuts to 
the university, according to CSULB 
Associate Vice President of Undergrad- 
uate Studies Lynn Mahoney. 

Resources for RLC classes, as with 
all classes, are provided as a result of 
the college’s general funding. 

While UCs and CSUs are facing 
major cut backs, the RLC continues to 
offer residents a variety of classes by 
making student access a top priority, 
university officials said. 

“The campus has prioritized student 
access to classes as a top priority and 
funding has been allocated accord- 
ingly,” said David Dowell, CSULB vice 


provost and director of strategic plan-_ 


ning. “That is the real key to our ability 
to continue to provide classes.” 

This stems from collaboration of key 
players, such as Planning and Budget, 
Housing and Residential Life, Academ- 
ic Affairs, and Academic Advising, ac- 
cording to Carol Roberts-Corb, direc- 
tor of Housing and Residential Life at 
CSULB. 

Although the number of course of- 
ferings have declined by 50 percent 


since fall 2010, Mahoney said this is not” 


a budget related issue. 

“We are offering fewer courses at 
the RLC this fall, but not as a function 
of budget,” she said. “Last fall, RLC 


students expressed a desire for greater — 


flexibility in their course choices. We 
would be happy to explore more offer- 
ings at the RLC if students there desire 
It? 

Still, CSULB students and families 

are feeling the pressures of the eco- 
nomic crisis. 
* Professor Phildon Huffaker, a Philos- 
ophy 100 instructor at the RLC, com- 
mented on the changes he has observed 
within his class. 

“More students have to work than 


“used to and [fewer] students are work- 


ing in this class than worked last year,” 
he said. 

Huffaker also believes that most of 
his students are feeling the pressures 
of the economic crisis and are aware 
that the money to fund their tuition 
isn’t coming out of thin air. While some 
families are more pressed in this econo- 
my, others still look to on-campus hous- 
ing as an option. 

“Some families, who are sending 
kids here who don’t live that far away, 
have the means to say, ‘I don’t want you 
to commute from home. I want you to 
have that ultimate college experience,” 
Huffaker said. “It’s an amazing privi- 
lege to have that.” 

The RLC has continued to offer its 
residents relatively small class sizes, 
ranging from 20 to 40 students depend- 
ing on the class. 

“T think it’s kind of nice that it’s in 
a smaller room, only because it’s more 
intimate between the teacher [and the 


‘students],” CSULB freshman and RLC 


resident Nikku Khalifian said. 
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Professor Huffaker teaches PHIL 160 Introduction to Ethics at the Residential Learning College. 


The faculty at the RLC is also more 


accessible due to the smaller environ- 


ment. 


“I teach, at 9:30, a class full of 200. 


students in the business building,” Huf- 
faker said. “I mean, that’s a different 
kind of a classroom. There’s already 
a distancing between you and the per- 
sonal part of the student.” 
' Additionally, the facility allows 
classmates the convenience of living 
only a few doors down from one an- 
other. As a result, many students get to- 
gether to study and work on homework. 
“So, if you ever need help, you can 


just kind of go to the person’s dorm, 
hang out there, study with them, and 
you don’t have to try to find people in 
the class that live near you,” Khalifian 
said. 

The dorm also offers students a com- 
fortable and casual environment, where 
residents regularly attend classes in 
their pajamas. 

“JT usually go in my pajamas to these 
classes because you see people that 
you see anyways when -you’re walk- 
ing around in your pajamas,” Khalifian 
said. : 

The RLC is offering three. classes 


this semester: one Philosophy 160 class 
and two English 100 classes. The Eng- 
lish 100 class combines an onsite Eng- 
lish class with another course taught on 
the main campus. 

Huffaker said the students get to 
know each other better in the RLC 
classes, and pointed out a slightly unex- 
pected side effect. 

“You can go and meet [other stu- 
dents] in classes on the main campus 
too,” Huffaker said. “But, believe me, 
by the end of the semester more people 
within this classroom are going to be 
dating than in a normal class.” 
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But with economic problems home 


and abroad, budget estimates made by : 


Sacramento don’t seem likely. 
According to the CSU, California will 
continue to face “severe budget chal- 


lenges” during the next academic year. 

“.-[National] and state economic re- 
covery remains weak,” the CSU said 
in a statement, “with many economists 
warning of the possibility of a ‘double 
dip’ recession.” 

Although the CSU’s current budget 
considerations assume “trigger cuts” 
would be one-time reductions that 


would not affect future state support, 
Reed said they could be recurring. 

All in all, the board plans to request 
an additional $315 million in state sup- 
port for the next academic year. 

“Tt is only a partial recovery from the 
cuts that we have taken,” CSU Assistant 
Vice Chancellor for Budget Robert Tur- 
nage said. 


The support increase includes. $100 
million to fund enrollment growth 
and $95 million for employee com- 
pensation increases. 

The CSU will also request $40 mil- 
lion in its 2012-13 budget for gradua- 
tion initiative and student success pro- 
grams, the board said. « 

“If we improve services to our stu- 


dents, their likelihood for graduation is 
so much better,” Reed said. 

The board also discussed its credit 
worthiness. - 

Moody’s credit agency affirmed 
the CSU’s credit rating of AA, calling 
the university stable and Standard and 
Poor’s affirmed an A+ rating with a 
forecast of improvement.

explanation.  — 

“Tt’s our right as students to know 
what’s going on so we feel secure,” 
psychology major Daniel Cho said 
during the evacuation. 

“Library staff made an announce- 
ment to inform students that the 
evacuation was not a drill and that 
everyone should exit the building im- 

- mediately. 

University Police redirected stu- 
dents away from the building and to- 
ward Parking Lot.6. 

Meanwhile, students gathered in 
front of the library, asking what was 
happening and why they were being 
asked to clear the area. 

“What if it was a bomb?” sopho- 
more aerospace engineer student 
Brandon Diaz asked. “You have to 
take precautions so no one gets hurt.” 


According to University Police, 
there have been threats on campus in 
the past. However, officers said they 
are prepared to handle situations such 
as these. 

“We respond and evaluate each in- 
cident and take action based on our 
findings,” Brown said. 

The investigation remains ongoing 
and no further details will be released, 
according to Toni Beron, vice presi- 
dent of public relations. 

In 2010, Lecture Halls 150 and 151 
were closed due to a bomb threat. Fol- 
lowing a search by police, no threat 
was found. 

In 2009, University Police discov- 
ered an improvised explosive device at 
the recycling center, and the Los An- 
geles County Sheriff's Office Bomb 
Squad took custody of the device. 
There was no explosion or injuries 
during the incident.

“[The number of suicides on our 
campus] on a yearly basis is closer 
to zero,’ Brad Compliment, director 
of CAPS said. “Our work helps keep 
it such a low number and we want to 
keep it that way.” 

The backpacks are meant to raise 
awareness of suicide at colleges and 
universities and to aid family, friends 
and classmates in suicide prevention. 

“We don’t want to depress people,” 


Ang said. “We want them-to know sui- 
cide can be prevented. If someone is in 
crisis, they can get help.” 

The tour is based in Washington, 
D.C., where Active Minds’ headquar- 
ters are. This will be its first time in 
California. 

CSULB is one of eight. campuses 
that the Send Silence Packing Proj- 
ect will visit. Other campuses include 
Cal State University Chico, Chap- 
man University, Claremont Colleges 
(Pitzer), College of the Desert, Uni- 
versity of California, Irvine, UCLA 
and UC Riverside.

The U.S. decision to veto any Pal- 
estinian initiative to become a recog- 
nized state came almost immediately 
after word that Abbas would petition 


. the.U.N. During a televised speech last 


week, the Palestinian Authority presi- 
dent said it was Palestine’s right to de- 
mand full membership and “to put an 
end to a historical injustice by attaining 
liberty and independence, like the other 
peoples of the earth, in a Palestinian 
state on the borders of June 4, 1967.”

The areas Abbas is referring to are the 
West Bank, Gaza Strip and East Jerusa- 
lem — lands controlled by the Palestin- 
ians before the 1967 Arab-Israeli War. 

“There’s no space,” MSA secretary 
Alia Elasmar said about Palestine’s 
geographical boundaries. “They aren’t 
asking for too much. We are standing 
up for ourselves. The reason we have to 
go [to the U.N_] is because one side will 
take advantage of the other.“ 

Edelman thinks the best option 
would be for Palestine to come back 
to the table and make an agreement to 
keep peace and “not fire any rockets.” 

“T’'m all in support of a Palestine 
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state,” Edelman said. “I think they de- 
serve one, and they need one — they’ve 
been through a lot. But, in order to get 
one, they need to make peace with a 
country that they’ve been in conflict 
with for years.” 

The MSA and Beach Hillel said that 
both Israel and Palestine should resume 
direct negotiations. 

“It has to be through negotiations,” 
Edelman said. “They have to work it out 
with the country in control. Since Israel 
will be neighbors with Palestine, it’s 
very important to talk directly.” 

Julianne De Caro contributed to this 
report. 
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In February of 2010, 11 students from both UC 
Irvine and UC Riverside intentionally disrupted 
a speech by Israel’s Ambassador to the United 
States, Michael Oren. 

Last Monday, after almost a year of trial, closing 
statements were given 
from both the prosecu- 
tors and the “Irvine 11,” 
which now only consists 
of ten students. 

With the jury still left to deliberate, California 
taxpayers are left to wonder if this case was really 
worth the time and money it took to reach an easy 
verdict. Ultimately, this case should have been 
resolved within the university. 

The CSULB Muslim Student Assocation Presi- 
dent, Hamad Nasoordeen, felt the whole-ordeal 
was hardly justifiable. 

“T think it was an overreaction on the-school’s 
part,” he said, “and as far as being picked up by the 
Orange County [District Attorney], I don’t think it 
should have gone that far.” Nasoordeen went on to 
talk about how common it is for students to protest 
at a university, and how the snowballing effect of 
this event will make speaking up for other groups 
difficultinthe future. z 

The students responsible for the disruption 
received disciplinary action. The university 
suspended the Muslim Student Union for a total of 
three months, and the group of students was put on 
probation for two years. 

Even more, the students were issued 100 hours 
of community service each. That is how the 
university decided to deal with the matter, and the 
case should have been closed right there. Instead, 
it continued for 18 months longer. 

The students protested the ambassador’s visit 
because of Oren’s refusal to'acknowledge Israel’s 
war crimes and violations of humanitarian law. 
When asked to leave, the audience members 
cooperated. 

According to “Stand with the 11,” a group that 
was created to fight for the injustices made that 
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day in February, the protesters were simply exercising their right to 
free speech. Supporters say every single one of them left peace- 
fully, and as far as the website is concerned, the students behaved 


well within their rights, 


On the other hand, Orange County Deputy District Attorney, 
Dan Wagner, told jurors that “the protesters interfered with Oren’s 
right to free speech when, one by one, they stood and shouted at the - 
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ambassador,” the Los Angeles Times reports. 

Defense attorneys called the DA’s decision to prosecute protest- 
ers after the fact an example of “chilling political speech.” And, 
indeed, this is the suspicion of many others following the case. 

Wagner appears to have involved himself only for means of 
political theater. By showing a genuine concern in the treatment of 
Israeli Ambassador, Wagner was hoping to.enchant the Jewish vot- 
ers. Instead, most voters recognized this as a shallow political stunt 


and a waste of our hard-earned tax dollars. 

As an elected official, Wagner should save his involvement for 
cases that actually concérn true injustices to the people. A situation 
that was both carried out and dealt with at the university level did 
not have grounds enough to make it as far as the “Irvine 11” trial 
has. 


Whether this was just a part of his political agenda or not, it was 
a foolish waste of our money. 


Palestine deserves state recognition from the United Nations 


Palestine’s plan to submit its bid for full UN 
membership has sparked a great global debate. 
While our Israel-bound President vows to use the 
United States’ power to veto the measure in order 
to stop the bid from going to a vote, the majority 
of the world is standing behind the Palestinians 
and rallying in support of increasing its interna- 
tional legal standing, with the European Union at 
the forefront. 

At this point, it seems the only thing keeping 
the Palestinians from achieving this milestone is 
the U.S.-Israel “special relationship.” 

What most people do not know about, however, 
is the equally “special” relationship Turkey was 
beginning to form with Israel. A plan to lay out 
pipes from Southern Turkey to Northern Israel, 
which would carry crude oil, electricity, and 
natural gas and water, was drawn up prior to the 
Flotilla incident and Israel’s refusal to acknowl- 
edge the death of eight Turkish nationals. This

was clearly supposed to be an end to diplomatic 
relations between the two nations, Muslim and 
Jewish. 

Today, the roles of the “Arab Spring” and now 
the Palestinian bid for UN membership have alto- 
gether solidified the regional lack of a diplomatic 
approach toward Israel. The question here is: is 
Israel sabotaging itself?

Facebook’s latest update includes 
many new features that have potential to 
make both Twitter.and Google+ obsolete. 

The first major change that the web- 
site made was the integration of the “top 
news” feature with the regular news 
feed. The top news feed chooses posts 
that it thinks will be most interesting to 
users and groups them together. 

Facebook has also added a subscrip- 
tion feature, which is similar to the 
“follow” function on Twitter. Users 
can personalize how much informa- 
tion, and from which friends? they 
get on their pages. Subscriptions to 


someone’s most important updates, or 
all their updates, are also available, as 
well as the option to unsubscribe from 
certain users all together. :

After coming off a dominant 6-0 
victory over Saint Mary’s, the Long 
Beach State women’s soccer team will 
be looking to extend its winning streak 
to three games Friday against the Uni- 
versity of Nevada-Las Vegas at George 
Allen Field. Kickoff is scheduled for 4 
p.m. 

The game will mark the final contest 
for the 49ers before they start Big West 
Conference play next weekend against 
UC Santa Barbara. 

The ‘Niners’ (6-3-1) gained national 
recognition this week as they received 
votes in the NSCAA’s Top 25 poll for 
the first time this season. 

The Beach is ranked 27th in the na- 
tion and 2nd in the West Region behind 
Pepperdine, which is ranked 8th in the 
top 25. 

The UNLV Rebels (3-6-1) might 
have a losing record, but the ‘Niners 
and head coach Mauricio Ingrassia 
aren’t looking past their opponent. 

“UNLV is always a tough game for 
us,” Ingrassia said. “They are well 
coached and matchup well against our 


team. Winning this game is a matter of 
us coming out and playing hard for a 
full 90 minutes.” 

The Rebels are coming off a 2-1 loss 
to Seattle before defeating Hawaii, 3-0. 

Forward Jenn Wolfe is the squad’s 
top scorer with three goals, while 
Courtney Botelho has a team-best four 
assists. Goalkeeper Midfielder. Kylie 
Wassell has anchored the defense with 
a 0.95 goals against average and 38 
saves. 

The 49ers needed an overtime goal 
from Shawna Gordon to defeat the Reb- 
els when the teams met last season in 
Las Vegas. The 49ers trail its overall 
series against UNLY, 1-3-2. 
~ Senior defender Nicole Hubbard is 
also coming into Friday’s match with 
a sense of confidence after she netted 
a hat trick in the Beach’s rout of Saint 
Mary’s last Sunday. 

“I’m feeling really good,” Hubbard 
said.
